As to 
applicant's primary argument that DE 773 does not disclose a shaft seal or the feature of an inner ring connectable to a shaft. Examiner 
disagrees. It is well known in the art that the sealed bearing is to be used in a shaft arrangment, thereby making it a shaft, seal. Further, 
the inner race of the bearing constitutes an "inner ring" connectable to the shaft b/c the inner ring is intended to be attached to the outer 
surface of the shaft, as evidenced by US Patent No. 5,387,040 . 
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
